And It Is All—" Was The Farewell 
Message Of Former Pottery Work- 
er—Funeral At Liverpool 


Timothy Mullen, aged 29, who was 
formerly employed at the Pope-Gos- 
ser pottery in CoshoctOn and who m 
arried Miss Bessie Clark, of Cones- 
vil^e, committed suicide in an East 
Akron saloon 
Saturday 
night 
by 


drinking carbolic acid. 
He stagger 


ed from the'place and a few minutes 
later was found dying in a vacant lot 
not far away. Monday morning the 
body'was shipped to a brokert-hearte 
d mother at East Liverpool where in- 
terment was made Tuesday afterno 
on. 
Mrs Mullen whose oarents re- 


side at Conesville js in the Akron City 


hospital suffering from typhoid fever 


with her two children near her. It i 
s said that- worry over his wife's con- 
dition caused Mullen to take his ow

point of death for several days.

The fact that an alien was refused 
citizenship in 


the local courts because he was remarkably ill-versed 
in American affairs, calls attention to the fact that 
American naturalization laws are not always as lax. 
when properly enforced, aswe sometimes declare them 
to be. As a general rule it is the lack of enforcement 
of a law rather than the law itself, with which 
fault 


may be found. Hardly a day passes but that two or 
three coach loads of immigrants roll through here on 
the Panhandle railroad. Often times their faces denote 
dense ignorance. It is ap-palling that a few short 
years will give them the privilege of citizenship where- 
as an American born boy must live 21 years before he is 
clothed with the rights of a eitzien.

should be made entirely "a matter of "personality 
and 


educational. There are high standard men who come to 
tliis country who ace gladly welcomed into citizenship 
in verv few"years. But the same welcome accorded 
them should not be extended to the man who knows 
nothing of our government, has learned nothing during 
bis sojourn here of our customs, and is to all intents 
and purposes fully as much an alien as when he first 
touched foot on American shores.
